RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule; hall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 
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64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75.

(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved:

$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000.

America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.:

SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE MEIN TAL HOSPITALS ACT 


RESIDENTIAL UNITS 


1. In this Regulation, ‘resident’? means a person 
received and lodged in a residential unit established 
under section 2. 


2. The superintendent may, with the approval of 
the Minister, establish a residential unit in any building 
or part thereof comprising the hospital premises, and 
provide therein accommodation and facilities for the 
care of residents. 


3. Any person, 
(a) who has been a patient; 


(b) who has been discharged under section 44, 45 
or 46 of the Act; and 


(c) for whom no immediate provision for care and 
lodging has been made, 


may be admitted to a residential unit upon his own 
request or the request of a friend or relative. 


4.—(1) A residential unit and the residents therein 
are exempt from the provisions of the Act, 


(a) except sections 1 to 10, section 14, and 


sections 75 to 79 of the Act; and 


(b) except sections 80 to 102 of the Act in respect 
of residents for whom the Public Trustee was 
acting as committee immediately prior to 
their admission as a resident under section 3. 


(2) For the purpose of the application of the 
sections of the Act referred to in clause 0 of sub- 
section 1, a resident shall be deemed not to be a volun- 
tary patient. 


5.—(1) When a resident is admitted to a residential 
unit, the superintendent shall notify the person re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of the resident or a 
relative or friend. 


(2) A resident shall be discharged from the residen- 
tial unit when provision has been made for his con- 
tinued care and lodging. 


6. A resident is discharged when the superintendent 
so orders and communicates the order to the resident. 


7. Ontario Regulation 207/61 is revoked.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule; hall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 

ay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
shes the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the ape in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved:

SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


ScHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature,

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule: hall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 











64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a ey 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if suc 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing ake Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
Or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867", shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


The ONTARIO GAZETTE 
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67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by the preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable ‘annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 





75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a copy 
of such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in 
the Bill, and into any other matters which the Board 
may deem necessary in connection therewith, report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that such 
Bill or part thereof relating to the matters afore- 
said shall be passed; and what alterations, if any, 
should be made in the same, and the Board shall make 
such inquiry accordingly and shall sign the same; and 
the said Report, Bill and Petition shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk, and the Report shall be read by the 
Clerk at the Table and shall be entered on the Journals 
of the House, and the Bill, together with the Report, 
shall stand referred to the Standing Committee on 
Private Bills. 


76. Every Estate Bill, when read a first time, shall 
without special reference stand referred to the Com- 
missioners of Estate Bills, for their Report, and a copy 
of such Bill, and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded, shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the said Commissioners, or one of them, 
in order that they, or any two of them, may, after 
perusing the Bill, without requiring any proof of the 
allegations thereof, report to the House their opinion 
thereon under their hands; and whether, presuming the 
allegation contained in the preamble to be proved to 
the satisfaction of the House, it is reasonable that such 
Bill do pass into a Law; and whether the provisions 
thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if any, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of their approving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same; and the said 
Report, with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk; 
and the Report shall be read by the Clerk at the Table 
and shall be entered on the Journals of the House; and 
the Bill together with the Report shall stand referred 
to the Standing Committee on Private Bills, which is 
not to consider the said Bill before the delivery of the 
said Report, Bill and Petition to the Chairman of the 
said Committee. 


77. In the event of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills reporting that, in their opinion, it is not reason- 
able that the Bill submitted to them shall pass into 
law, such Bill shall not be further considered.

f JULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of $150 
already paid to the Clerk of the House.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and_ before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 
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(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of $150 
already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz. : 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between tbe close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition.

assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


_ (b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of $150 
already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved:

A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between tbe close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation

THE HOSPITAL SERVICES COMMISSION ACT 


1. Clause m of subsection 3 of section 1 of Regu- 
lation 238 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1960 is 
revoked and the following substituted therefor:

(i) all of the following services provided to 
an out-patient by a hospital when used 
for emergency diagnosis and treatment 
within twenty-four hours after an acci- 
dent: 


1. The use of an operating room 
and anaesthetic facilities, includ- 
ing necessary drugs, biologicals, 
equipment and supplies. 


2. Routine surgical supplies. 

3. Necessary nursing service and 
meals. 

4. Laboratory, radiological and 


other diagnostic procedures, to- 
gether with the necessary inter- 
pretations for the purpose of 
assisting in emergency diagnosis 
and treatment. 


any of the services mentioned in sub- 
clause i provided by a hospital on 
follow-up visits necessary to conclude 
the emergency treatment of a facture 
if the treatment was started under 
subclause i within twenty-four hours 
after an accident, and 


(ii) 


the hospital services that ordinarily 
would be performed for an in-patient 
in the administering of those thera- 
peutic procedures of medicine and 
surgery for the provision of which a 
hospital has adequate out-patient facili- 
ties that are authorized by the board 
of directors of that hospital on the 
advice of its medical staff for the per- 
formance of such services;

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of $150 
already paid to the Clerk of the House.

SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


_ (b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


_ (c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of $150 
already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz. : 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between tbe close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by the preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 
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1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time,

(6) A disbursement for capital charges or for capital 
outlays from current funds shall not be included in 
recognized cost for more than one year.

14. The board of a public or separate school shall 
be paid a grant equal to 50 per cent of the amount 
expended in the preceding year for the purchase of 
milk for consumption by its pupils on school days 
between 8.45 a.m. and 4.00 p.m., and supplied to them 
free of charge, less that portion of any amount con- 
tributed for the purchase of milk from any source 
which is in excess of 50 per cent of the amount so 
expended.

pupils going to other schools, as paid in each case in the 
preceding year.

(c) the portion of the cost approved by the 
Minister for grant purposes for disbursements 
made by a board from its current funds in 
the preceding year, except as set forth in 
section 24, for transportation of pupils to and 
from school where their parents or guardians 
do not contribute directly to the cost of 
transportation; 

(d) capital outlays made by a board from its 
current funds in the preceding year, except 
as set forth in section 24, for, 


(i) the portion approved by the Minister 
for grant purposes for additions to 
buildings, and for equipment for new 
class-rooms, 

(ii) the portion approved by the Minister 

for grant purposes for school buses for 

the transportation of pupils, 

(iii) the portion approved by the Minister 

for grant purposes for new heating 

equipment, for new lighting, and for 
new sanitary-conveniences of a modern 
type, in schools already in operation 
where the average population of the 
municipalities within or partly within 
the high- or continuation-school dis- 
trict, whether or not only part of any 
municipality is included in the district, 
is under 3,000;

buildings and equipment, and 
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(v) proceeds from insurance on_ school 


buildings and equipment; 


(e) the total disbursements made by a board 
from its current funds in the preceding year, 
except as otherwise provided in section 24, in

(i) restoration of insured school property 
destroyed or damaged, but not exceed- 
ing an amount equal to the insurance 
proceeds received in respect thereof, 

(ii) the fee paid for membership in the 

Ontario School Trustees’ Council and 

the fee paid for membership in one 

member association of the Ontario 

School Trustees’ Council. 


(2) Except where grants are payable under section 
21, debenture charges and capital outlays from current 
funds shall form part of the recognized cost only 
in the proportion that the average daily attendance 
of all pupils attending the schools under the jurisdiction 
of a board, exclusive of the average daily attendance 
of pupils whose fees are payable by another board 
or by the Minister, bears to the total average daily 
attendance in those schools. 


(3) In this Part, ‘‘recognized extraordinary expendi- 
ture per pupil” for a board operating a secondary 
school means the quotient obtained by dividing the 
sum of the amounts recognized for grant purposes under 
this Part for debenture payments due in the current 
year, for capital outlays from current funds, and 
for transportation by the average daily attendance 
of all pupils that attended the school or schools operated 
by the board during the preceding year,’ but excluding 
the average daily attendance of those pupils whose fees 
are payable by another board or by the Minister.

(a) ‘‘assessment”’ means,

school district, or not more than 10 pupils, whichever 
is the lesser, resided in the part annexed, the grant 
shall be calculated as if there had been no annexation 
and be paid to the board from which the area has been 
detached. 


(3) In the year in which part of a school-section of a 
separate-school area, or of a secondary-school district is 
annexed to an urban municipality and, on the last 
school-day of September preceding the annexation, 
more than 10 per cent of the pupils residing in the 
school-section, separate-school area, or secondary-school 
district, or more than 10 pupils, whichever is the lesser, 
resided in the part annexed, 


(a) the board from which the area has been 
detached shall be paid, 


(i) in the case of an elementary school, the 
greater of the amount allocated to the 
board under the provisions of sub- 
section 3 of section 12 and the grant 
calculated on the average daily attend- 
ance and recognized cost of the current 
year, and 


(ii) in the case of a secondary school, the 
greater of the amount allocated to the 
board under the provisions of sub- 
section 3 of section 23 and the grant 
calculated on the average daily attend- 
ance and recognized cost of the current 
year; and 


(b) the board of the urban municipality shall be 
paid, 


(i) in the case of an elementary school, the 
total amount, before division, calcu- 
lated under the provisions of subsection 
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3 of section 12 less the amount paid to 
the board from which the area has 
been detached under subclause 1 of 
clause a, and 


(11) in the case of a secondary school, the 
total amount, before division, calcu- 
lated under the provisions of subsection 
3 of section 23 less the amount paid to 
the board from which the area has been 
detached under the provisions of sub- 
clause ii of clause a. 


38. Where the whole or part of a municipality is 
annexed to an urban municipality on or after the 
Ist day of January, 1949, and at the date of annexation 
there were outstanding debentures for one or more 
school buildings in that municipality or part, as the 
case may be, the payments on the debentures to the 
extent that they were eligible for grant for the board 
of the school-section, separate-school area, or high- 
school district in the area annexed in the year of 
annexation shall, except in the year of annexation, 
form part of the recognized cost of the public-, separate- 
or high-school board of the urban municipality and 
the grant thereon shall be calculated at the rate 
applicable to, 


(a) the board of the school-section, separate- 
school area, or high-school district in the 
annexed area for the year of annexation; 


(b) the board of the school-section, separate- 
school area, or high-school district of the 
urban municipality for the year of annexation; 
or 


(c) the board of the school-section, separate- 
school area, or high-school district of the 
urban municipality for the current year, 


whichever is the greatest. 


39.—(1) Where on or after the Ist day of January, 
1949, an urban municipality having a population in the 
year preceding annexation of 14,000 or more, annexes an 
area in which the combined average daily attendance 
of public-, separate- and secondary-school pupils 
resident in that area exceeds 20 per cent of the com- 
bined average daily attendance of public-, separate- 
and secondary-school pupils resident in the urban 
municipality, there shall be paid to each board of the 
urban municipality an annexation grant per pupil as 
set forth in subsections 2, 3 and 4. 


(2) The annexation grant per pupil shall be 100 per 
cent of the amount by which the grant per pupil paid 
under this Regulation to the board or boards of the 
urban municipality in the year of annexation is ex- 
ceeded by the grant per pupil paid in the same year in 
the annexed area, ascertained by dividing the grant 
paid in each case, exclusive of grants on debentures, 
on capital outlays from current funds, on sites, and on 
transportation, by the average daily attendance of 
resident pupils. 


(3) Subject to subsection 5, in the second, third, 
fourth and fifth years following the annexation, the 
annexation grant per pupil shall be paid on the excess 
of the average daily attendance of resident pupils of 
the board of the urban municipality subsequent to 
annexation over the average daily attendance of the 
resident pupils of the board of the urban municipality 
in the year preceding annexation. 


(4) Subject to subsection 5, in the sixth year 
following the annexation, the percentage of the annexa- 
tion grant per pupil shall be reduced by 20, and in each 
year thereafter by 20 for each additional year. 
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(5) For purpose of the payment of the grant under 
this section, the ordinal numbers applying to the years 
following the annexation in subsections 3 and 4 apply 
as if the years 1958, 1959 and 1960 had not existed. 


ParT 6 
GRANTS FOLLOWING CHANGE IN STATUS 
40.—(1) In this Part, 


(a) ‘urban municipality’? means a city, town or 
village with a population of 14,000 or more; 


(b) “non-urban municipality” means any muni- 
cipality other than an urban municipality;

GRANTS FOR INSTRUCTION IN INDUSTRIAL

GRANTS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION AND 
EQUIPMENT OF VOCATIONAL UNITS 


46.—(1) This Part applies to boards that qualify 
for payment under an agreement between Ontario and 
Canada whereby Canada reimburses Ontario for a 
portion of a payment by Ontario to boards for the 
construction and equipment of new vocational units. 


(2) In addition to the amount recognized for grant 
purposes under the provisions of subsection 1 of 
section 17, the Minister may approve for grant pur- 
poses, an amount, not exceeding $10,000 per unit, 
of a board’s disbursement for the construction and 
equipment of new vocational units. 


(3) A board that operates a vocational school shall 
be paid in the current year a grant of a percentage of 
the amount approved under subsection 2 at the rate 
applicable for an approved capital expenditure in the 
year in which the disbursement is made. 


(4) In this part, ‘vocational unit’? means a voca- 
tional shop, a vocational drafting room, a vocational 
science laboratory, or a vocational class-room for 
typewriters or business machines, in a vocational or a 
composite school. 


Part 10 
GRANTS FOR SCHOOL SITES 


47. This Part applies to grants for school sites that 
are approved by the Minister and purchased by a 
board.

(a) the actual cost of the site; and 


(b) the assessment of the site as shown on the 
assessment roll on which taxes were levied for 
the year preceding the year in which the title 
was received by the board, adjusted by the 
provincial equalizing factor for that assess- 
ment roll. 


49. Where, on or after the Ist day of January, 1959, 
a board has received title in fee simple, free of encum- 
brance, to a school site the board shall be paid in the 
year following a grant of 50 per cent of the recognized 
cost of the school site. 


50. Where, in the preceding year, a board sold a 
site, a deduction shall be made from the grant payable 
under this Regulation in the current year in the amount 
of 50 per cent of the assessment of the land as shown on 
the assessment roll on which taxes were levied for the 
year preceding the year in which the site was sold, 
adjusted by the provincial equalizing factor for that 
assessment roll. 
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51. For the purpose of section 50, the assessment 
shall be equal to the assessment of land of equal value 
in the municipality.

52.—(1) Subject to subsections 2 and 4, in the case

(a) the total of the 1962 grant calculated under 
Parts 1 to 10 of this Regulation, and the 
grant of $15 per pupil of average daily atten- 
dance in 1961 in elementary schools or $5 per 
pupil of average daily attendance in 1961 in 
secondary schools, as the case may be, under 
The Residential and Farm School Tax Assist- 
ance Grants Act, 1960-61; and 


(b) 90 per cent of the amount computed by 
reducing the 1959 grant by the grant contained 
therein on the amounts by which, 


(i) recognized cost, 
(ii) average daily attendance, and 
(iii) evening courses of study, 


used in the calculation of the 1959 grant 
exceed those used in the calculation of the 1962 
grant, but in determining any adjustment 
necessary to effect this provision, the grants 
for each year shall be exclusive of grants 
following annexation, ‘grants following change 
in status, grants for the construction and 
equipment of vocational units and grants 
for school sites, except where, in each of the 
years concerned, they were payable under 
similar circumstances.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


: (b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of $150 
already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 
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66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly ot 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘“‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to an\ 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz. : 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval o! 
time between tbe close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the-new issue of debentures is required.

1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upor 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work.

works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly. 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereo! 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof. 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 








SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same.

(g) Ottawa Civic Holiday; 

(h) Labour Day; 

(7) Thanksgiving Day; and 

(7) Christmas Day. 


HOURS OF WORK 
2. The regular working periods for the industry are, 
(a) a regular working week consisting of not more 
than forty hours of work performed during 
the regular working days; and 
(b) a regular working day consisting of not more 
than eight hours of work performed on Mon- 


day, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday or 
Friday between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 


3.—(1) Night work is work performed other than, 
(a) on a holiday; or 


(6) during a regular working day, 


and consisting of not more than eight hours of work in a 
period of twenty-four hours. 


(2) Where work cannot be performed during a 
regular working day, it may be performed by night 
work. 
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MINIMUM RATES OF WAGES 
4, The minimum rate of wages is, 


(a) for work performed during a regular working 
day and for night work other than night work 
performed on a job completed in less than a

(i) to and including the 30th day of April, 
1962, $2.40 an hour, 


(ii) from and including the Ist day of May, 
1962, to and including the 30th day of 
September, 1962, $2.45 an hour, and 


(i) on and after the 1st day of October, 
1962, $2.50 an hour; and 


(6) for night work performed on a job completed 
in less than a three-day period, 


(i) to and including the 30th day of April, 
1962, $2.90 an hour, 


(ii) from and including the 1st day of May, 
1962, to and including the 30th day of 
September, 1962, $2.95 an hour, and 


(iii) on and after the 1st day of October, 
1962, $3 an hour. 


SHIFT WORK 


5.—(1) Where work is performed in two or more 
regular shifts, and if an employee works not more than 
eight hours in a period of twenty-four hours, the 
employee shall be deemed to be employed during a 
regular working day for the purposes of this Schedule. 


(2) One of the shifts that begin in a period of 
twenty-four hours is a day shift and the rest are night 
shifts. 


(3) An employee who works on a night shift is 
entitled, as a minimum, to wages for eight hours for 
work of seven hours. 


(4) In all cases governed by subsection 1, no over- 
time work shall be performed. 


OVERTIME WORK 
6. Overtime work is work, 


(a) that is not night work and is not performed 
during a regular working day; or 


(b) that is performed on a holiday. 


7.—(1) No work shall be performed in the industry

1. In this Regulation, 


(a) ‘‘Authority’”” means The Lower Thames 


Valley Conservation Authority; 
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(6) “fill” means fill of any kind. 


2. Subject to section 3, no person shall place or 
dump fill or permit fill to be placed or dumped in any 
area below the high-water mark of any river, creek or 
stream in the area under the jurisdiction of the 
Authority. 


3. Subject to The Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission Act, or to any other private interest, the 
Authority may permit in writing the placing or dumping 
of fill in an area below the high-water mark, if, in the 
opinion of the Authority, the placing or dumping does 
not interfere with the ability of the river, creek or 
stream to safely carry the maximum flood flows and 
will not result in pollution of the river, creek or stream. 


4. No dumping or placing of fill below the high- 
water mark of the river, creek or stream shall be 
commenced until the registered owner of the property 
has obtained the permission required by section 3. 


5. Applications for permission to place or dump 
fill shall be filed with the Authority and shall include, 


(a) two copies of a plan of the property on which 
the fill is to be placed, showing the proposed 
location of the filling, the depth to which it is 
proposed to fill and the proposed final grade 
of the land when filling is completed; 


(b) a complete description of the type of fill 
proposed to be placed or dumped; 


(c) a statement of the dates between which the 
placing or dumping will be carried out; and 


(d) a statement of the proposed use of the land 
following completion of placing or dumping. 


6. The Authority may, at any time, withdraw 
permission to place or dump fill if, in the opinion of the 
Authority, the representations contained in the 
application for permission to place or dump the fill are 
not carried out.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE PUBLIC HEALTH ACT 


1. Notwithstanding sections 6, 7 and 8 of Regulation 
517 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1960, a label in 
the appropriate form required before Ontario Regula- 
tion 56/62 came into force may be affixed to upholstered 
or stuffed articles in lieu of labels in the prescribed 
form until the Ist day of March, 1964. 











2. Subsections 3 and 4 of section 6 of Regulation 
517 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1960, as made 
by section 1 of Ontario Regulation 56/62, are revoked 
and the following substituted therefor: 


(3) No person shall sell or offer for sale, whether 
by auction or otherwise, an upholstered or 
stuffed article that does not bear a label 
complying with this Regulation and securely 
affixed to a conspicuous part of the article. 

(4) A person to whom subsection 1 or 2 applies 

may, in lieu of affixing his name to the label, 

afhix to a conspicuous part of the article, other 
than the label, a trade mark if, 


(a) the trade mark is registered in his name 
under the Trade Marks Act (Canada); 
and 

(b) he files a certificate of registration of 

the trade mark with the Deputy 

Minister or an officer of the Department 

who is designated by the Deputy 

Minister. 

(4a) Where a retail merchant sells upholstered or 

stuffed articles under a trade mark, the name 

required by subsection 1 or 2 may be omitted 
from the label if, 


(a) the trade mark is affixed to a con- 
spicuous part of the article other than 
the label; 


the trade mark is registered in his name 
under the Trade Alarks Act (Canada); 
and 


(b) 


he files a certificate of registration of 
the trade mark with the Deputy 
Minister or an officer of the Depart- 
ment who is designated by the Deputy 
Minister. 


3. Section 9 of Regulation 517 of Revised Regula- 
tions of Ontario, 1960 is revoked and the following 
substituted therefor: 


9. Notwithstanding sections 6, 7 and 8, articles 
to which labels prescribed in Ontario Regula- 
tions 13/44 or 266/60 are affixed may be sold 
or offered for sale by retailers.
